town is ours. 
Railways Quaint 
“The English railw ays are 
surely 
quaint—as a m atter of 
fact, 
every­ 
thing seems odd. 
I even have difficul­ 
ty understanding th eir language; 
it 
sounds almost foreign the way some 
speak it. We saw many women tram ­ 
way (street car) co n d u cto r and many 
women doing men’s work around the 
station. 
Girls sell papers rather than 
boys. Their patters are odd, and, com­ 
pared to the Am erican newspapers, 
there is not much interest in them — 
advertising appears on the front page 
rather than inside or on the back. Ail 
traffic turns to tile left rather than 
to the right. 
And the English money 
—it is a mathem atical problem wi.it 
us when we purchase anything with 
their shillings, florin or pence, and we 
scarcely know w hether we are getting 
our money's worth or not. 
“The country is beautiful—all green 
grass, well-kept-lip fields and railway 
property and roads—everything lined 
by waiet-high. neatly trim med hedges. 
I wish you could see it. 
It would be 
a good example to Americans, but of 
course we do not have tim e nor are 
! we old enough to have things in the 
shape they appear to be in this coun­ 
try. 
No Pretty Girls 
“There are no pretty girls in Eng­ 
land 
We certainly have them on the 
English. 
“One would scarcely be able to real­ 
ize that England was a t war by walk­ 
ing down the street** except for the 
men in uniform. 
There 
are 
great 
crowds in civilian clothes, and busi­ 
ness, as far as superficial appearance 
goes, might be supposed to be perfect­ 
ly normal. 
I understand
